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Pinch point creates West Bay traffic chaos 


TRAFFIC chaos is predicted for West Bay as a new 
road layout scheme continues to frustrate motorists, 
business leaders and residents alike. 

The pinch point near the main car park on West Bay Road 
has been a talking point ever since the £1.25million West 
Bay Enhancement Scheme was introduced in March of this 
year. 

The new design briefly narrows West Bay Road to pre¬ 
vent two way traffic, forcing vehicles leaving the harbour 
to give way to motorists on their way in. 

But as the pinch point is located just a few yards from a 
mini-roundabout, drivers heading away from West Bay are 
faced with two give-way points in quick succession, lead¬ 
ing to reports of congestion and confusion. 

The problem is so great that motorists have taken to cut¬ 
ting through the car park of the adjacent Haddon House 
Hotel to avoid the layout - a situation described as “a night¬ 
mare” by proprietor Paul Loud. 

He said: “Personally I think they’ve made a mistake with 
the whole thing. An error has been made and it needs to be 
put back as soon as possible. Nobody knows who is going 
first - it’s a nightmare. 

“We have had several near misses. One car came to the 
pinch point had to reverse back and smashed into a motor¬ 
bike behind and knocked them off. 
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“It’s dangerous and it slows everything down. Its ridicu¬ 
lous. The queues are so long now they see the amount of 
traffic coming and go through my car park. 

“I don’t know who designed it. I should think they want 
to give up their job and retire.” 

Business leaders and residents in West Bay have long ex¬ 
pressed frustration and anger over various aspects of the 
enhancement scheme which saw West Dorset District 
Council and Dorset County Council teaming up to redesign 
access to West Bay. 

Anger mounted to the extent that West Bay residents con¬ 
sidered splitting from Bridport to form their own parish 
council over the matter, leading to the formation of the West 
Bay Community Forum to give voice to local concerns over 
this and other matters. 

WBCF Chair Ann Guppy - who runs a harbour-side busi¬ 
ness in West Bay - outlined why her members are getting 
hot under the collar over the scheme. 

She said: “The problem with it is that cars exiting the 
main car park on to the roundabout at Haddon house can¬ 
not see the priority line beyond the roundabout and beyond 
the pinch point. 

“So that if cars are stopped there, cars coming out of the 
car park cannot see or be seen and don’t realise they are 
giving way.” 
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With reports of tailbacks at weekends going back into the 
harbour, there are now fears that popular events in West 
Bay could see problems. 

Mrs Guppy said: “There are concerns that when large 
public events such as the RNLI lifeboat day are held over 
the summer, attracting thousands of visitors, that traffic 
chaos will ensue.” 

WBCF also have concerns over pedestrian safety at new 
crossing points and vehicle visibility at the harbour bridge 
following the enhancement scheme. 

County Councillor for Bridport Ros Kayes is working 
with officers at WDDC and DCC to try to bring about 
changes to the new layouts. 

She said: “I think there is a recognition finally, that this 
pinch point needs to be removed, but at the moment the of¬ 
ficers are saying they can’t do the work before the October 
half-term. Both myself and other local councillors have in¬ 
dicated that if this is not done it would be disastrous for the 
area. We are expecting larger numbers of visitors into the 
area, owing to the Broadchurch effect. 

“Council officers really need to get their fingers out, stop 
using delaying tactics, and get something done about this. 
It’s not just a question of listening to the residents and the 
businesses, but of realising that this genuinely is an acci¬ 
dent waiting to happen, and it will cause untold annoyance, 
as traffic chaos will ensue throughout the summer. 

“I call upon them to take action quickly. I and other 
elected members are working with them to sort this out.” 

Robert Gould, Leader of West Dorset District Council, 
defended the planning process which gave rise to the pinch 
point and would not confirm whether it would be staying or 
going. 

He said: “The district council consulted the public 
throughout the planning of the West Bay Enhancement 
Scheme and has used residents’ responses to help shape the 
£ 1.25m project. 

“The intention of the scheme’s design was to manage vis¬ 
itor traffic and introduce natural traffic calming, whilst at 
the same time improving the look and feel of the area. 

“We have listened to the concerns local people have 
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raised about the pinch-point and will be actively monitor¬ 
ing the scheme throughout the summer season. 

“We continue to work with Dorset County Council and 
local councillors to see what can be done to address any 
problems.”

BORN in Basingstoke, Stuart McKenzie has lived 
in the Bridport area since he was nine-years-old. 
As a youngster he joined the Bridport Bandits 
Motor Project, going on to become club treas¬ 
urer, a post he holds to this day. The 31 -year-old 
works as a sales executive for Lanehouse Group, 
specialising in Vauxhall and Suzuki sales. He is 
married with two daughters. 


■ HOW did you get involved with Bridport 
Bandits? 

When I was at Colfox school (aged 13) a flyer from 
the youth centre with Bandits details on it came round, 
so me and a friend decided to go down there and never 
looked back. 

■ WHAT makes the group so special? 

The project is very unique in that all the volunteers in¬ 
volved, including myself are exactly that - unpaid vol¬ 
unteers who do it for the love of the project and 
community. It gives the youngsters a chance to learn 
mechanical skills from an age of 11 and get a chance 
to race what they build from the age of 12, which is 
very appealing to be able to drive a car at that age! We 
have about six volunteers and approximately 12 to 15 
members. 

■ WHAT is Autograss Racing? 

Autograss is a non-contact motorsport that takes place 
on an oval (approximately 400 metre) track using a 
natural soil surface. Due to the close nature of the rac¬ 
ing, thrills and spills are never far away. There are sev¬ 
eral differing classes of car, from near standard Minis 
or small hatchbacks through to spaceframed single 
seaters with monster V8 or twin motorbike power. 

■ How safe is it? 

It’s very safe indeed, the cars are built to a very strict 
rule book and have to have full roll cages fitted, along 
with a purpose built seat, full race harness as well as 
all competitors having to wear fireproof overalls and 
approved crash helmet. All cars then have to pass 
scrutiny checks at the beginning of each meeting. 

■ WHERE do you get the parts / 
cars to rebuild into racing machines? 

For bandits we are very lucky with the general public 
donating vehicles, failing that we source them through 



the trade as MOT failures. Sometimes we source bits 
through eBay for those rarer parts. 
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■ WHAT is it about cars and 
motorsports that fascinates you? 

It’s very rewarding being able to understand the work¬ 
ings of a car, knowing what to look out for, as well as 
enjoying the drive. As far as motorsport is concerned, 
I have a highly competitive nature and the adrenaline 
rush you get participating is awesome, as well as being 
able to push a car to its absolute limits in a safe envi¬ 
ronment. 

■ FAVOURITE car you've ever owned? 

It’s got to be my first road car, which was a classic 
Mini in red, I bought it at the age of the 15 and slowly 
built the car to a standard for the road, customizing it 
along the way. I used the car for a few years as well as 
competing in the London to Brighton Mini run, along 
with 2001 other min is, which was a great experience. 

■ WHICH form of motorsport 
do you love the most? 

It has to be Formula One, I know some people per¬ 
ceive it as boring but the huge advancements in tech¬ 
nology fascinates me and does filter down to the cars 
we drive today. I enjoy the tactics, and driving skills 
involved. 

■ FAVOURITE film about cars or motorsport? 

The Italian Job (1969) is an all time classic, Michael 
Caine is brilliant in this film and with the Mini con¬ 
nection, and it’s a film I have a major soft spot for. 
Much to my wife’s annoyance I could probably recite 
almost the whole script of this film, as I have watched 
it quite a few times. 

■ FAVOURITE route you've ever driven? 

On the public highway, I can’t think of any which 
stand out, other than the Autobahns in Germany. How¬ 
ever racing round Thruxton race circuit which is an 
amazing route/track in a single seater formula Renault 
with its fast sweeping comers on a circuit is great fun.

A N entry in tribute 
to our latest Royal

which in many cases 
they received a return¬ 
ing salvo. 

Lanehouse Vauxhall 
enetered two teams, the 
Weymouth branch pro¬ 
ducing The Ashes 
theme, whilst Bridport's 
Escapees, which saw 
them dressed as con¬ 
victs on the run. 

Bridport's Motorwell 
Mitsubishi in their craft 
Rising Sun won this 
year's annual encounter 
and the Eric Hamblett 
Trophy named after 
West Bay's former har¬ 
bourmaster, which was 
presented by his daugh¬ 
ter Theresa. They also 
won the The Ernie Hix 
Memorial Trophy, who 
was the former organ¬ 
iser of the raft race, and 
the prize for raising the 
most sponsorship 
money of £500. 

Rising Sun beat Rowe's 
Rafter's who were at¬ 
tempting to win for the 
fourth consecutive year 
in their craft Millie the 
Unicorn, who won the 
Runner's Up Cup pre¬ 
sented by Natalie Rad- 
cliffe, wife of the current 
harbourmaster. 

Tankosaurus, whose 


crew from Plumbase in 
Yeovil had the ability to 
squirt water at other 
crews and the public 
from its turret, won the 
George Hotel Trophy for 
the best dressed entry, 
chosen and presented 
by Mrs Radcliffe. 

After the presentations 
there was dancing to 
The Vinyl Monkeys for all 
to enjoy. 

Organiser Alan Jack- 
son said:"lt was another 
excellent day with first 
class entries and an an¬ 
other huge crowd. 

"The rafts were not 
only topical but of an ex¬ 
ceptional standard. 

"A lot of time and 
thought went into mak¬ 
ing them and I would 
like to thank everone 
who helped to make it 
such a success, includ¬ 
ing the harbourmaster, 
coastguards, lifeguards, 
St John Ambulance and 
Dorset Police. 

"Despite the economic 
climate, the public have 
dug deep once again to 
raise a lot of money for 
the RNLI, which in turn 
has raised our profile 
and helped get the 
safety message across."

In thanking all the committee and members for their 
valuable support he also mentioned life vice president 
Fes Phillips, who had come out of retirement to help 
with the cash draw. 

In concluding he added that this year will be a real 
challenge with the inclusion of the Community Trust, 
and urged everyone in the town to help in any small 
way they could to make the club successful, and 
wished Phil Simkin and the players success on the 
field. 

The club’s financial report showed that whilst they 
still made a loss, the operating deficit had been reduced 
to £176.74 last year compared to £700.69 the previous 
year. 

All the officers and committee were re-elected. They 
are: Chairman of the General Purpose Committee - 
Terry Spracklen; Secretary - Harold Gill; Asst Secre¬ 
tary - Terry Spracklen; Treasurer - Terry Spracklen;

Walker sees red as trophy is shared 


Dorchester Town 1 Weymouth 1 

NATHAN Walker was sent off just two min¬ 
utes from the end of this local derby that 
saw Ben Watson score a late equaliser to 
cancel out Sam Poole's first half header giv¬ 
ing Dorchester a share of the Bob Lucas 
Trophy for the second year running. 

Playing against the side he left in the 
summer, referee Ben Cobb had no hesita¬ 
tion in sending the Terras defender off, in¬ 
dicating he had elbowed Elliot Ward in the 
face as they lined up for a free kick. 

Weymouth had the better of the first half 
and deservedly led at the break, but after a 
frantic ten minutes at the start of the re¬ 
sumption that saw three players shown yel¬ 
low cards, Dorchester finally found their 
form and dominated the second half. 

Weymouth almost took the lead on four 
minutes when skipper Scott Walker, who 
had another good game down the left 
flank, played a gorgeous ball into the home 
area which was met by the inrushing Ben 
Joyce at the far post, but he steered his 
sidefooted volley just wide of the upright. 

Dorchester were also having some suc¬ 
cess down their left side where Neil Martin 
and Jake Smeeton were linking up well, 
and the pair almost set up an equaliser on 
18 minutes - Watson stepping over Mar¬ 


tin's resultant low cross - but unfortunately 
the ball ran across the face of goal to safety. 

Dorchester were having problems find¬ 
ing their men, and were missing their nor¬ 
mal crisp, close passing game, whilst 
Weymouth were not allowing them to set¬ 
tle on the ball, with Danny Clay particularly 
aggressive in midfield. 

Magpies skipper Charlie Clough just got 
a touch on another superb left wing cross, 
this time from Joyce, as Stewart Yetton 
closed in, before Jamie Gleeson produced 
a brilliant tackle to stop the former Truro 
City player. It looked odds on Yetton scor¬ 
ing when he was played in, although look¬ 
ing suspiciously offside, but Gleeson 
managed to get goal side and hookthe ball 
back over the Terra before clearing. 

However Weymouth's tenacity was re¬ 
warded on 36 minutes when Sam Poole 
lost his marker at Scott Walker's free kick to 
firmly head the ball beyond Tim Sander¬ 
combe into the bottom corner for the lead. 

It wasn't until the 41 st minute that Dorch¬ 
ester threatened their former keeper Jason 
Matthews, but Clough couldn't get enough 
on Nick Crittenden's corner and the ball 
sailed wide. 

The second half started with a number of 
niggling incidents that saw Poole booked 


for felling Beasley, followed quickly by Clay 
for knocking over Lewis Morgan. Clay was 
again involved in another fracas that saw 
Smeeton shown a yellow card. 

However as common sense prevailed, 
Dorchester suddenly found their rhythm 
and Crittenden played in Beasley with an 
exquisite ball, but Matthews was quickly 
out to the edge of the area to save superbly 
at his feet. Moments later Josh Tennant fed 
Beasley but his weak long range shot was 
easily dealt with by Matthews. 

Jamie Symes another making a return to 
The Avenue, almost sneaked in on the left, 
but was crowded out by Sandercombe and 
a defender for a corner. 

With Morgan beginning to buzz in mid- 
field and Crittenden producing his usual 
magic, Weymouth began to falter as Dorch¬ 
ester's superior fitness began to tell and 
they began to run the game. 

This pressure began to increase with the 
introduction of Ward on 65 minutes - his 
close control and darting runs causing the 
Terras defence a number of problems - but 
the Magpies became too elaborate on a 
number of occasions after working good 
openings, causing frustration among their 
fans hoping for an equaliser. 

Gleeson was booked before Ward had a 


shot deflected after a good run, and then 
after turning Poole inside the box, flicked 
his shot just wide. 

It looked like the Terras would hang on 
until nine minutes from time when Watson 
scored a sublime equaliser. Once again 
Ward tormented the visiting defence, jink¬ 
ing along the byeline before laying the ball 
back to Watson 12 yards out who neatly 
curled it around Matthews into his top left 
corner of the goal with his instep. 

Two minutes later Martin's left wing cross 
found Crittenden at the far post, but his 
thumping header crashed against the 
angle of the goalframe with Matthews 
beaten. 

Nathan Walker was then booked for a foul 
on Elliot on the edge of the area before 
Matthews just did enough to prevent Mar¬ 
tin converting Crittenden's cross. 

With Dorchester looking for one final 
chance of victory from a free kick out wide 
on the right, Nathan Walker's frustration 
got the better of him and he lashed out at 
Ward and received a straight red card. 

In contrast Walker's younger brother 
Steve who has stepped up to replace him 
in the Magpies'defence, was a paragon of 
calmness with an almost faultless display 
alongside Clough.
